Jt was 
transited into the "Pebhtui .1 .anguage by him, and 
Biesrjmebr the Vizir. Noijhcr'van 'ever alter, ami

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in hish Efteem, and took the greatefl Care to 
keep Tt fecret. At laft, Abu Jaffer Munfour Zu 
NMy 9 v/ho was the Second Kbalif of the Abaffi 
Reign, by great Search, got a Copy thereof in the 
Pebluvi Language, and ordered Imam Hoffan Ab- 
dul Mokr.ffa, who was the moft Learned of that 
Age, to tranflate it into Arabic. This Prince, 
ever after, made it his Guide, not only in Affairs 
relating to the Government, but in private Life 
alfo. 

In the Year 3 80 of the Hcgira^ Sultan Mahmud 
Ghazi put it into Verfe.
